SOYBEAN  INSPECTIONS  INCREASED  SHARPLY  IM  APRIL 
Inspected  receipts  of  soybeans  in  April  increased  sharply  to  a  total  of 
6,588  cars,  compared  with  3,8^8  cars  in  March  and  2,367  cars  in  February,  accord- 
ing to  inspectors'  reports  to  the  Grain  Products  Branch  of  the  War  Food  Admin- 
istration.   Inspected  receipts  October  through  April  this  season  were  68,588 
cars  compared  with  73,805  cars  for  the  same  period  the  preceding  year. 

The  quality  of  the  soybeans  inspected  in  April  showed  continued  improve- 
ment, 91  percent  grading  No.  2  or  better  compared  with  88  percent  in  March  and 
83  percent  in  February. 

Inspections  of  soybeans  in  April  included  the  equivalent  of  313  cars 
inspected  as  cargo  lots,  and  truck  receipts  equivalent  to  about  17  cars.
